The name "Montana" comes from the Spanish word meaning "mountain." Once you see the landscape of Montana-featuring 
rugged Rocky Mountain peaks reaching elevations of more than 12,000 feet-you'll fully appreciate how appropriate the state's 
name is. The good news for skiers and boarders is this: Nestled among our stunning mountain ranges are winter resorts 
consistently offering some of the finest powder in North America. 

Yes, many resorts brag about their powder. But Montana's claims for better snow aren't just filled with hot air, because the 
state's unique geography creates a veritable laboratory for perfect powder. How? When winter storms brew over the giant Pacific 
Ocean and head inland, they have relatively smooth sailing as they move east-until they hit the Rocky Mountains of Montana. 
When those clouds, loaded with moisture, bump up against peaks reaching 9,000 feet or more, they begin to drop that precipitation. 
That's when the second key ingredient comes into play: low humidity. Because Montana's alpine peaks have such low humidity, 
the snow is light and bone dry, rather than the wet sludge or concrete more humid areas get. 

The result? Well, let's just say more than a few of Montana's 16 downhill resorts seem to have permanent positions on 
numerous lists of best resorts within the ski and snowboarding industries. 

On top of that, Montana has resorts at the top of the charts for vertical drop, for skiable terrain, for affordable pricing and for 
lack of lift lines. More and more skiers and boarders are realizing the best places to be are the places where everyone else isn't. 

And as if Montana didn't have enough, this year two resorts are combining to offer the most skiable terrain in North America 
accessible with one ticket: more than 5,500 acres, 4,350 vertical feet and 220 trails via 25 lifts. So yes, that means bigger is better. 

But then, in the montahas of Montana, everything is better.

Discovery 
is located on IVIontana Highway 1, IVIontana's first 
historic highway.

SAFETY 
TIPS 



The winter recreation season generally extends from late November through 
March, with snow conditions improving as the season progresses. Temperatures 
can range from 50 degrees F above zero to 50 below, but averages generally run 
from 20 to 35 degrees above zero, with mostly sunny skies. Storms can develop 
quickly and you should be prepared for them: 

• Be in good physical condition when you set out. 

• Check the forecast before you leave. 

• Pack enough extra clothing, food and gear for a 
possible ovemight. 

• Let someone know where you're going and when you intend to retum. 

• Travel in groups of at least three; if snowmobiling, have two machines. 

• Tum back if the weather looks bad. 

Hypothermia is a loss of body temperature caused by exposure to cold and 
aggravated by moisture, wind and exhaustion. If steps are not taken to raise 
the victim's body temperature, mental and physical collapse will result. Watch 
for these symptoms: 



► Uncontrollable fits of shivering 

► Vague, slow, slurred speech 

► Memory lapses, incoherence 



• Immobile, fumbling hands 
•Frequent stumbling 
» Drowsiness, exhaustion 



To avoid hypothermia, stay dry. Insulate your body against cold, wet weather 
by wearing wool or fleece pile and waterproof clothing, including a knit cap. 
Dress warmly before you start shivering. If your clothing doesn't keep you warm, 
get out of the cold. If you can't get out, build a fire and make camp while you 
still have energy. Don't wait until you're exhausted. 

To treat hypothermia, shelter the victim and remove all wet clothing. Get 
the victim into warm, dry clothes and a warm, dry sleeping bag, and try to feed 
the victim warm liquids. Keep the victim awake. If he or she becomes sick or 
unconscious, seek medical attention immediately. 
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Nordic skiing lias its roots in Europe's Scandinavian countries, an area filled with wide-open spaces, majestic vistas 
and plentiful geysers. 

Montana also is an area filled with wide-open spaces, nnajestic vistas and, in the Yellowstone National Park region, 
plentiful geysers. Hnnnnnn. Sounds like Montana just might be the kind of cross-country skiing destination our friends in 
Norway and Sweden would enjoy. 

If you're calculating just what it might take for a trip to Montana, the numbers definitely add up. Start with two national 
parks: Glacier and Yellowstone. ^ 

In Montana's northwest corner, majestic Glacier National Park has more than a million acres of scenic beauty, accessed by 
a dozen Nordic ski trails. Not sure you want to explore that much space on your own? No problem; just ask about guided 
tours and ski rentals in the surrounding towns.

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The Yellowstone landscape, much like Scandinavia, is home to numerous geysers and geothermal features; in fact, 
more than half of the world's geysers are in Yellowstone National Park (sorry, Norway). When you ski in Yellowstone, you'll 
be surrounded by the white plumes of geysers, as well as wildlife such as buffalo, wolves and elk. Montana has two winter 
entrances into Yellowstone at Gardiner and West Yellowstone, with exceptional skiing opportunities around Cooke City, 
Gardiner, West Yellowstone and Mammoth Hot Springs.

And even though you could easily live on national parks alone, Montana piles it on with nine national forests and several 
wilderness areas open to Nordic skiing and snowshoeing. That's not to say we don't believe in good grooming. Montana has 
some of North America's premier cross-country resorts, where you can be pampered after a perfect day on the trail; in all, 
you'll find more than a dozen Nordic resorts offering hundreds of groomed trails for you to enjoy. 

Either way, a trip to Montana is a trip that takes you to the essence, and the roots, of the Nordic skiing experience.

Montana has 16.8 million acres of publicly accessible national forests and grasslands. To 
put that number in perspective, it's roughly the total land area of Vermont, New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts combined. So you have plenty of room to roam, ranging from the rugged 
mountaintops and steep, timbered canyons of western Montana to the badlands and prairies 
of eastern Montana. 

Sixteen downhill ski areas on national forest lands provide slopes for every talent. 
These winter sports areas have been developed in cooperation with private industry and 
are operated under national forest special-use permits. 

In addition to spectacular downhill runs, there are vast and diverse landscapes for 
cross-country skiers and snowmobilers. Skiers can follow more than 400 miles (644 km) 
of designated ski-touring trails of varying difficulty across timbered slopes, open meadows 
and ridgelines. There are also thousands of miles of ungroomed recreation territory. 

Snowmobilers can ride more than 2,500 miles of designated trails, or they can explore 
on their own. In some areas, wildlife winter ranges are closed to snowmobiling. 

A Guide to Your Northern Region National Forests will give you the locations of all the 
national forests in Montana. This guide and maps of the individual national forests and 
winter recreation trails are available from the U.S.D.A. Forest Service, Northern Region, or 
the individual national forest (see contact information on left). 

If you're looking for a true backcountry experience, the Forest Service has rustic cabins 
and lookouts for rent on a first-come, first-served basis. Cabins are furnished with the 
bare basics (table, chairs, wood stove and bunks). Bedding is not furnished. Forest Service 
personnel at the national forest in which the cabin is located can tell you what you need to 
bring. For a Recreational Cabin and Lookout Directory, contact the individual national forest 
(see contact information on left).

AVALANCHE 
SAFETY 



Avalanches kill an average of 30-35 backcountry recreation ists each year in 
the United States and Canada. 93% of all avalanche accidents are caused by 
the victim or a member of their party. The best way to avoid getting caught in an 
avalanche is to get educated about the conditions that cause avalanches. Call 
the local Avalanche Center hotline or visit their website. Take an avalanche class. 
Understanding the basics of terrain, weather, snowpack and human factors that 
contribute to avalanches is crucial to safe travel in the backcountry. 

Most avalanches occur during or immediately after a snowstorm or during 
prolonged periods of high winds (ridgetop leeward slopes can have 10 times 
more snow than what has fallen on level ground). Other things to watch for are 
open slopes steeper than 30-35 degrees, rapid changes in temperature or rain. 
During periods when the snowpack is unstable, the safest thing to do is avoid 
avalanche terrain altogether. This may be an unrealistic option, so if you do 
choose to travel in avalanche terrain during periods of instability, avoid crossing 
steep slopes and entering narrow canyons with avalanche paths. The windward 
side of a ridge (away from comices) and wide valley bottoms, a good distance 
from avalanche run-out paths, are the safest travel options. If you must cross a 
potential avalanche path, never expose more than one person at a time to the 
potential danger, keep a lookout posted and have a plan in case something goes 
wrong. Always carry an avalanche transceiver, shovel and probe pole and know 
how to use them.

• Motorized vehicles-including your snowmobile-are not allowed in a federally designated wilderness area. 
Make sure you know your location at all times.

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The Montana Department of Natural Resources and Conservation (DNRC) 
administers Montana's state school trust lands, including state forests. The agency 
is responsible for the stewardship, sustainability and improvement of the resources 
and benefits derived from these lands for current and future generations. 

Persons who possess a Wildlife Conservation License may hunt, fish and trap 
on legally accessible state lands; however, trappers must also acquire a Special 
Recreational Use License from DNRC prior to trapping on state land. For most 
all other types of non-commercial and non-concentrated recreational activities, 
persons 12 and older must possess a State Land Recreational Use License, which 
is available from Fish, Wildlife & Parks (FWP) license agents. Use of motorized 
vehicles, including use of snowmobiles on leased or licensed land, is restricted 
to public roads (subject to traffic laws/ regulations) and on other roads that DNRC 
may designate open. On unleased or unlicensed land, snowmobile use is allowed 
in all areas unless prohibited by DNRC. Pamphlets that provide further information 
regarding the rules, regulations and restrictions governing these and other activities 
on state lands are available from FWP offices, license agents and DNRC offices.
